DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . This communication is responsive to the applicant's amendment filed on 03/30/2009. 
The applicant(s) amended claims 1, 3, 5, 7, 9, 1 1, 15-17, 22-23 and 26 (the amendment: pages 2- 
14). 

The examiner withdrew the previous claim rejection under 35 USC 1 12 1 st , because the 
applicant amended the corresponding claim(s) and further provided persuasive arguments (see 
Remarks: page 14-15). 

The examiner withdrew the previous claim rejection under 35 USC 103, because the 
applicant amended all independent claims and further made persuasive arguments (see Remarks: 
page 16-30), which overcame the previous prior art rejection and provided considerable reason 
for allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3-5, 7, 9-11, 15-17, 19, 22-23 and 26 are allowed. 

The examiner's statement of reasons for allowance is based on the applicants' arguments 
regarding the independent claims 1,7, 15-17, 22-23 and 26 (see Remarks: page 16-30), which 
are persuasive and provide the basis for the allowance.
